Operated Engines 

It was while operating a threshing 
‘outfit near Moose Jaw in 1914 thai 
(Mr. Harrison began to realize ther 
jwere possibilities of obtaining gn 
‘from straw. The steam engine wa 
fired with straw and one day when 
the fire was practically out he dis- 
covered the gas escaping from th: 
smoke stack would burn back and ig- 
nite straw in the firebox. A year later 
he commenced his experiments and 
secured encouraging results. 

From the commencement of the ex- 
periments Harrison experienced nc 
\difficulty in producing gas from straw 
using straw for fuel, but he could no 
devise a gas compressor which wou 
be a commercial success. 

A large bag filled with gas an 
jplaced on the top of an automob k 
propelled the vehicle, but the metho 
was cumbersome. He also operate 
jatito engines in a store and illumin 
ated the building with straw gas. Ex 
haustive tests were carried out at th: 
University of Saskatchewan to provc 
the possibilities of the production o 
gas from straw, but the plant was too 
elaborate to be of practical use. 

Mr. Harrison, however, discovered 
that the by-products were far morc 
valuable than the gas which, produce 
by a small unit, was useless for com 
mercial purposes. In this earlies ex- 
periments he was able to produce &0( 
pounds of vegetable carbon and five 
gallons of tar from a ton of straw. 
Further experiments proved that the 
;vegetable carbon could be manufac- 
tured into a very elastic black enamel, 
,the forerunner of duco paint, while 
| valuable aniline dyes could be obtained 
jfrom the tar in addition to washing 
compounds and over 100 other by- 
products. 

The United States Government of- 
fered to finance his research work, pui 
Harrison declined the offer as he was

Winnipeg, March 9,—The 
suin of $26,000,000 will go for- 
ward by cheque to the farmers of 
the prairie provinces who are 
members of th: Manitoba, Saska- 
chewan and Alberta wheat pools, 
today, it was officially announced 
by A, J. MacPhail, presiden tof 
the Canadian Co-Operative 
Wheat Producers, Ltd., here last 
night, 


This constitutes an interim 
payment on wheat and coarse 
grains, On wheat, all grades 


with the exception of durum, 15 
cents a busit:t will be paid. On 
durum and duram mixtures, the 
interim payment will be twenty 
cents a bushel 

The coarse grains payment 
follow: Oats tnd barley, eight 
cents a bushel; rye, 12 cents; and 
flax, 20 cents a bushel,
